His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the House, and, 
having taken his seat on the Throne, was pleased to open the 
Session by the following gracious speech: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY : 


It is my privilege and pleasure to welcome you to the Sixth 
Session of the Fifth Legislative Assembly of Alberta. 


Since you were last assembled, our Empire has suffered the 
loss of Queen Mother Alexandra, a woman whose many noble 
qualities endeared her to all people. The deep sympathy of the 
people of the Province has been communicated by the Govern- 
ment to His Majesty the King and the other members of the 
Royal Family. rs 

Throughout the Province generally the harvest of the past 
year has been bountiful. Unusual weather conditions at certain 
periods of the ripening season and during harvest affected the 
quality of grain to some extent, but losses incurred in this way 
were offset by the uniformly high prices prevailing since the 
commencement of the marketing season. The total value of all 
agricultural products exceeds that of any other year in the history 
of the Province and the result is a gratifying improvement in 
the agricultural industry of the Province. 

The problems involved in the development of those areas of 
the Province which still suffer from drought continue to engage 
the earnest attention of my Government, and there are many evi- 
dences that progress has been made in the past year towards 
their solution. The development of more diversified farming has 
proceeded rapidly, particularly in the growing of legumes, corn 
and other forage crops, and this development is being encour- 
aged by the Department of Agriculture. As a result of nego- 
tiations between my Government and the Dominion Government, 
a joint board has been established to investigate conditions in a 
typical area with a view to suggesting measures which may bring 
the land in these areas into profitable use. 


It gives me pleasure to note the progress that has been, made 
in the development of the oil resources of the Province. The ac- 
tual results obtained in the Turner Valley and Wainwright fields 
are most gratifying and altogether there is in the development 
of this industry a spirit of confident energy and optimism. 


The Alberta Coal Commission has now completed its inquiry 
into the coal industry of the Province, and its report will be 
placed before you for your information. Notwithstanding that 
unsettled conditions have continued to prevail in certain coal 
areas, the output of coal in the Province continues to increase. 
My Government has continued its interest in the extension of 
markets for coal, as well as its efforts to obtain a freight rate 
ee will enable Alberta coal to be marketed in the Province of 

ntario. 


Notwithstanding the improved economic conditions prevailing 


‘throughout the Province, I regret to note that there has been 
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again, this winter, a certain amount of temporary unemployment. 
Efforts have been made by my Government to alleviate the re- 
sulting distress and also to provide work. 


The surplus money resulting from the operation of the Wheat 
Board in 1919 has now been divided by the Government of Can- 
ada among the Provinces. You will be asked to determine the 
most suitable use of the portion allotted to this Province. 


My Government has been greatly encouraged by the success 
that has attended the operation of The Lethbridge Northern Col- 
onization Act, passed at the last Session of the Legislature. The 
report of the Manager will be placed before you for your con- 
sideration, and you will be asked to consider certain amendments 
to the Act. 


During the past year my Government has, with the assistance 
of an Advisory Board, conducted an investigation into the sub- 
ject of Farm Loans and you will be informed of the conclusions 
resulting from this investigation. 


From time to time during recent sessions of the Legislature, 
my Government has informed you of its efforts to secure lower 
freight rates on grain and other commodities westward to the 
Pacific ports, as well as to maintain the rates eastward fixed by 
the Crow’s Nest Agreement. The Parliament of Canada at its 
last session, however, repealed the Crow’s Nest Agreement with 
the exception of rates on grain and flour. Since that time the 
Board of Railway Commissioners has reduced the rates on grain 
and flour westward to the Pacific coast to the level of the rates 
eastward. There appears, however, to be discrimination in the 
application of these rates, both eastward and westward, and ap- 
plication has been made on behalf of my Government to the 
Board of Railway Commissioners for the correction of this con- 
dition. The Dominion Government has ordered a general inves- 
tigation of railway rates by the Board of Railway Commission- 
ers, and my Government has taken steps to insure during that 
investigation the adequate presentation of the case for the Prov- 
ince. 

The negotiations that have been conducted for so many years 
with the Government of Canada for the return to this Province 
of its natural resources have finally resulted in the completion 
of an agreement between the Government of Canada and my 
Government, providing for the return of the natural resources 
to the Province. This agreement will be submitted to you for 
your consideration and you will be asked to consider a Bill to 
ratify the agreement, as well as legislation to enable my Gov- 
ernment to make provision for the administration of these re- 
sources. 


My Government will inform you of the negotiations it has 
conducted with respect to the Edmonton, Dunvegan & British 
Columbia Railway and Central Canada Railway. 


A Bill to amend The School Grants Act will be submitted for 


your consideration, providing for a special system of Equaliza- 


tion Grants to be paid on the basis of the assessed valuation of 
School Districts. 


You will be asked to consider a Bill to provide for the inves- 
tigation of Industrial Disputes. A revision of The Factories Act 
will also be placed before you for consideration. 
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As promised by my Government at the last Session of the 
Legislature, a Board of Visitors was appointed to investigate the 
hospitals for the Insane and other public institutions in the 


Province. The report of this Board will be placed before you for 
your information. : 


My Government has continued to give close attention to the 
development of Provincial highways under The Main Highways 
Loan Act of 1924. Excellent progress has been made with the 
construction of more permanent provincial highways, particu- 
larly with the placement of gravel surfacing on the more heavily 
travelled sections of the main highway system. 


Although the Public Accounts for the last year will indicate 

a considerable improvement in the financial position of the Prov- 
ince, my Government will continue to carefully examine all ser- 
vices involving public expenditures and to economize in every 
‘ possible way, in order that the finances of the Province may be 
permanently established on a satisfactory basis. My Government 
also proposes this year, with the assistance of an Advisory 
Board, to undertake a general survey of the entire field of rev- 
enue and taxation with a view to such readjustment as will elim- 
inate costs of collection, duplication, equalize the burden of gov- 


ernment and generally place taxation and revenue on a more 
satisfactory basis. 


You will be asked to consider the report of the special com- 
mittee of the House appointed at the last Session on the redis- 
tribution of seats in the Legislative Assembly. 


You will be asked to deal with a number of measures, among 
these being Bills concerning Municipal Districts, Insurance and 
Mechanics’ Liens, as well as legislation dealing with certain im- 
portant amendments to existing statutes. 


The annual reports of the various departments of the Gov- 
ernment will be presented to the House in due course. The 
Public Accounts for the last fiscal year will be placed before 
you, and the estimates of expenditures for the current fiscal year 
will be submitted for your consideration. 


I now leave you to the business of the Session, with full con- 
fidence that your deliberations will be governed by consideration 
for the best interests of the welfare of the Province.

4852, as follows: 

“We do not permit a Cadet Corps to be formed in any school 
in Canada, anywhere, unless the school itself asks to have it 
formed, and unless the Superintendent of Education of the par- 
ticular Province in which it is, ratifies the application. That is 
the situation. We do not take any initiative whatever in dealing 
with this subject. The individual school first makes the application. 
This is not granted by the Department, and we do not interfere 
nor do anything until the Minister of Education of the particular 
Province comes along, gives his certificate to that application and 
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asks that it is granted. Therefore the responsibility for Cadets 
being in the schools of this country rests upon the educational 
authorities of each and every Province and on them alone... . 

“Tn all these Provinces, the direct consent of the educational 
authorities is obtained for the institution of each and every one 
of those bodies of Cadets.” 


On page 4854— 

“The educational authorities in each of the Provinces 
are responsible for the existence of every unit with which they 
are concerned.” 


And on page 4868— 

“That means on some particular date that a school in 
Manitoba applied to have Cadet training. That Cadet training 
was approved by the educational authority in Manitoba. That 
record is in my Department, and I will give it to my hon. friend.” 


A. 1. The attention of the Minister of Education has not. 
been drawn to the above statement, until it appeared in the ques- 
tion of the Hon. Member for Calgary. 


Q. 2. Has the attention of the Minister beer drawn to the 
appointment of Major Miller, District Cadet Officer, M.D. No. 
13, as the officer in charge of Cadet services in Alberta giving 
his whole time to this work? 


A. 2. No. Major Miller was appointed on March 17, 1920. 


Q. 3. Has the consent of the Minister of Education in the 
Province of Alberta been asked in connection with the organiza- 
tion of any Cadet Corps in the Province of Alberta? If so, what 
were these corps and when was the consent asked and given, and 
by whom was the consent asked and given? 


A. 3. The consent of the Minister of Education in the Prov- 
ince of Alberta has been given for the organization of all the 
Cadet Corps that have been formed, which now number 40, the 
total number of Cadets at August 25, 1925, being 6,046. During 
the term of the present Minister of Education consent has been 
given for the organization of Cadet Corps in the following places 
on the following dates:

Each application to form a Cadet Corps contains a certifi-

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Canada in relation to the lands, mines, minerals and royalties 
therein respectively contained, the Province of Alberta at the 
same time foregoing the special annual subsidy which, under the 
said Act, it became entitled to receive inasmuch as it would not 
have the public land as a source of revenue, and 

“That the terms of the said agreement between the Govern- 
ment of Canada and the Government of the Province of Alberta 
are as follows: 

“(Here set out the agreement.) 

“That a Bill entitled, ‘An Act respecting the Transfer to th 
Province of the Public Lands Therein’ gives approval to the said 
agreement, but provides that the following provisions are to form 
part thereof: 

“(Here set out the provisions of section 2 of The Transfer of 
Public Lands Act.) 

“We further humbly represent to Your Majesty that we con- 
cur in the terms and conditions set out in the said agreement 
and the said Bill, and most respectfully pray that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased to give your consent to the submission 
to the Parliament of the United Kingdom of a measure to approve 
and confirm the same, in order that they may come into force as 
therein provided.

House to consider and report upon: 

“A yre-division of the Province into electoral districts, 
together with a general plan of redistribution at regular 
periods in the future. 

“And further that the Committee may be summoned from 
time to time during the interim following the present 
session and any expense involved in connection with 
the work of the Committee shall be paid by the Province. 

“And this House is further of the opinion that in conjunc- 
tion with its consideration of a re-division of the 
Province into electoral districts, the committee should 
consider and report on Sessional Indemnities to Mem- 
bers as well as other Indemnities paid by the Legis- 
lature.” 


On April 9th, the Premier named the following Members to 
constitute the Committee: Messrs. Johnston, Shield, Joly, Mathe- 
son, Ross, Mills, Mitchell, Stewart and White. 

The work of the Committee has been somewhat disorganized 
en two occasions, owing to the resignation first of Dr. Stewart, 
the Member for Lethbridge, and secondly, that of Hon. C. R. 
Mitchell, Member for Bow Valley. The vacancy created by the 
retirement of Dr. Stewart could not be filled and the vacancy 
created by the retirement of the Hon. C. R. Mitchell was sub- 
sequently filled by the Leader of the Opposition, Mr. J. C. Bowen.

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Following this appointment the Committee held meetings 
before the House adjourned on April 10th, 1925, for the purpose 
of organization and to determine the method of proceeding with 
this work, and to arrange for the collection of such statistics and 
other necessary information as was available. Further meetings 
were held during the adjourned Session of the Legislature in 
August. It was then agreed that a sub-committee, consisting of 
the Chairman, Messrs. Mills and Ross, be appointed to prepare a 
number of plans which would form a basis for consideration at 
future meetings. These plans were prepared and submitted to 
the Committee. 

The present division of the Province into constituencies is 
the result of five different Redistribution Bills. In 1905 the first 
Legislature was composed of twenty-one members. This was 
increased in 1909 to forty-one. In 1913, first Session, this was 
increased to fifty-five; in 1917 to fifty-eight and in 1921 to 
sixty-one. It will be seen that each redistribution since the 
Province was formed took the form of an increase in the number 
of seats; the last two changes being represented first by the elec- 
tion of Overseas Soldier Representatives and in the last re- 
distribution by the increase in representation of two seats each in 
the Cities of Calgary and Edmonton and one seat in Medicine 
Hat. 

It is reasonable to assume that when the Committee was ap- 
pointed it was in order that all shades of political thought in the 
House should be brought together in an attempt to arrive at a 
plan of redistribution that could be accepted by all groups in the 
House. 

A minority of the Committee, consisting of the representa- 
tives of the Liberal Party, have recently taken the position that 
no change whatever should be made in the existing constituencies. 

The balance of the Committee believed it was desirable to ad- 
just the boundaries in order to more equitably distribute the re- 
presentation on a population basis, but not decreasing the total 
number of seats. Every effort was made to arrive at some basis 
which could be unanimously accepted, but it is now apparent 
that this is not possible and that the purpose of the appointment 
of the Committee has been defeated.

Mr. Bowen presented the following minority report: 


Mr. Speaker, The Committee appointed by this Legislature 
last Session to bring in a plan of redistribution, has found upon 
investigation that the problem is much more difficult than at 
first anticipated. 

The Committee has worked arduously to evolve a scheme 
that would fairly and equitably meet the expectations of all sec- 
tions of this Assembly, and at the same time make such adjust- 
ments as would be in keeping with the task committed to it by 
this Legislature. 

On some matters there were found points of general agree- 
ment. On some other important phases of the situation the 
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Committee was not able to reach an unanimous conclusion. 
Therefore it was thought advisable to bring to this Assembly 
« minority report. The main points of difference in the Com- 
mittee are the following: 

First, that the data respecting population are not sufficiently 
accurate as a basis upon which to consider adjustments of 
boundaries, or any rearrangement of constituencies at the pre- 
sent. 

No enumeration of population has been made since 1921. 
Since that date there have been fluctuations in settlement 
throughout the Province. Some constituencies have had quite a de- 
pletion in settlement, while in other sections there has been con- 
siderable increase in population. At this time the Committee 
has no means of ascertaining with any degree of accuracy the 
actual increase or decrease of settlers in the various sections of 
the Province. 

It is the intention of the Government of Canada to make 
a census enumeration of the western Provinces this summer. 
Therefore those concurring in this report are of the opinion 
that data as to population will then be brought up to date and 
that any plan of redistribution then made would be on a sound 
basis of population. 

Secondly, the fact that there are already candidates repre- 
senting at least two political parties, and in some instances more 
already chosen in many constituencies for the next general 
election. It is therefore not advisable to effect any readjust- 
ment of constituency boundaries at this late date. Especially 
when a general election may be held within two months. 

The third reason for non-concurrence is the opinion that 
any plan of redistribution should be dealt with by the next 
Parliament and at the earliest possible date after the first Ses- 
sion of that Parliament. That the plan of redistribution adopted 
by that Parliament should be made known to the people of the 
Province at least one year before a general election. 

In respect to the Sessional Indemnity for members, together 
with such special Indemnities as are made to Mr. Speaker and 
the Leader of the official Opposition this should be a matter 
for the consideration of the next Parliament. It is the opinion 
of those supporting this report, that a retiring Parliament 
should not set up the amount of indemnities either general or 
special, for its successor in office. 

Therefore, Mr. Speaker, for the reasons above stated, we, 
the undersigned, beg to submit for the consideration of the As- 
sembly this report.

Mr. Sparks, Chairman of Committee on Agriculture and 
Colonization, presented the following report: 

The Committee on Agriculture and Colonization begs to re- 
port as follows: 

On February 25, 1926, a resolution was passed in the House 
asking that the Agricultural Committee be instructed to consider 
and report on the following: 


(1) Best use of Alberta’s share of the Canadian Wheat 
Board surplus of $112,000. 

(2) Alberta’s research work in connection with Bovine 
tuberculosis. 

(3) The question of rust and saw-fly. 

(4) Weeds. 

And such other matters that might be referred to the Com- 
mittee. 

In connection with No. 1 a Bill has been drafted, which is 
self-explanatory. 

No. 2. The Committee listened to a very interesting and in- 
structive address from Dr. Tory along the lines of research work 
in the Province. 

No. 3. Was dealt with by Prof. Strickland, of the University 
of Alberta, where much first-hand information was received, 
which we believe will be very beneficial to the districts affected. 

No. 4. Dealing with weeds: Amendments have been brought 
down in connection with this Act. 

Other matters referred to the Committee .were: 

1. A matter of Fire Insurance Policies as they affect policy- 
holders in the Province, and the Committee begs to recommend 
the following: 

“That insurance companies by placing the onus of valuation 
upon the insurer and retaining the right to establish the value 
after a fire has destroyed the property obtain an unfair advantage 
over the policy-holder. The average person securing protection 
from fire is not an experienced valuator and in many cases secures 
as much insurance as he can get with the result that he pays the 
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premium on his valuation and after a fire finds that he not only 
cannot get his full insurance but has to suffer the loss of the 
extra amount paid in premium. 

“The local agent of an insurance company, if at all competent, 
should be able to fix the valuation at the time of taking applica- 
tions or within a short time thereafter, from which date the 
amount of the policy should not be open to dispute. 

“Therefore, the Committee recommends that the Insurance 
Department be requested to make a close study of ‘the guaranteed 
policy’ and to work out an equitable basis for the adoption of 
same and to prepare a report to be presented to this House at 
the next Session. : 

“That after careful consideration of the form of insurance 
adopted by the Mennonite Aid Union, which is carried on among 
the members of the Mennonite Church, as an act of Christian 
Brotherhood for the relief of the Members, the Committee recom- 
mends that the said Union be allowed to carry on insurance 
legally under this Act. That special legislation should not be 
enacted for the benefit of any class but recommends that the De- 
partment, through regulation or otherwise, classify this form of 
insurance as Church relief rather than as insurance.” 

No. 2. The matter of bonding lawyers, and others in the 
Province who handle trust funds. The Committee begs to recom- 
mend the following resolution in this connection: 

“Resolved, That in the opinion of the Committee, persons, 
firms, and corporations handling trust funds should be encour- 
aged to provide adequate bond to protect such fund, and 

“This Committee recommends to the Benchers of the Law 
Society of Alberta that in view of the prominence of the legal 
profession, and the fact that many members of that society han- 
dle trust funds and the attention of the public has been called to 
a number of defalcations, they should take steps at their July 
meeting to provide a fund or other form of security to protect 
the public against such defalcation, and that in the meantime no 
legislation be enacted at this Session. 

“That the Government should take steps to encourage other 
persons, firms or corporations engaged in the handling of trust 
funds to provide adequate bond.”

In doing so, I wish for each of you the full 
blessing of Providence as you return again to your respective 
homes.”
